WASHINGTON, July 12 (AP)— 
President Truman will send _ to 
Congress next week a special mes- 
sage recommending a comprehen- 
sive flood control] plan for the 
entire Middle West, the White 
House announced today. 

The message is expected to go 
to both houses about the middle 
of the week. 

Press Secretary Charles G. Ross 
said the flood control proposal 
would embrace not only the Mis- 
souri valley, where recent floods 
have done extensive damage, but 
the whole area from the Rockies 
to the Appalachians. 

Ross would not go into detail 
as to the cost or any other features 
of the plan af this time. He said 
the President was working on the 
message today and expected to 
spend more time on it next week. 

To Precede Economic Message. 

The message: will precede the 
President's message based on the 
latest report from his economic 
advisers. 

The President told his press 
conference Thursday that he was 
still in support of legislation to 
establish a Missouri Valley Au- 
thority. He added, however, that 
this would not meet present 
emergency flood control needs on 
‘the Missouri, Ohio and Des Moines 
rivers. : 

The Missouri Valley Authority 
Proposal. patterned after the Ten-, 
ine Valley Authority, is a long- 
‘Tange plan which embraces. not 
only flood control, but irrigation, 
power development, navigation, 
conservation of soil and of general 
natural resources, and fostering of 
recreation and of wildlife. 

The President recently discussed 
the MVA and flood control with 
Senator Murray (Dem.), Montana, 
author of an MVA bill, Truman 
said at his press conference that 
he was for an MVA bill and always 
had been. Murray told reporters 
he expected to hold hearings in 
the field on the measure after 
Congress adjourns, and said the 
President was also in favor of 
that. 

Ordered Extensive’ Plan. 

Truman has met with flood 
control experts at the White 
House Monday. At that time he 
ordered an extensive plan drafted 
for flood control in the whole cen- 
tral part of the country. 

At the White House conference 
with Truman were TVA Chairman; 
Gordon R. Clapp, Lt. Gen. Ray- 
mond H. Wheeler, chief of Army 
engineers; Brig. Gen. Lewis A. 
Pick, division engineer for the 
Missouri river; Maj. Gen. Harry 
H. Vaughan, military aide to the 
President, and Presidential assist- 
ant John R. Steelman. 

At the time, the participants 
declined to reveal details of the 
proposed program. Ross said to- 
day, however, that Truman’s pro- 
posal to Congress would embrace

SHOT AT TWICE: 
SUOPELT SEIZED 


Former Member of Capi- 
tol Police Force Held— 
Shooting Occurs in 
Senate Subway. 


WASHINGTON, July 12 (AP)— 
Two wild pistol shots were fired 
at Senator Bricker (Rep.), Ohio, 
in the Senate subway today, and 
a few hours later officers arrest- 
ed a suspect they described as a 


former member of the Capitol 
police force. 

Senate Sergeant-at-Arms Ed- 
ward L. McGinnis identified the 
suspect as William L. Kaiser. The 
arrest was made by metropolitan 
police in the northwest part of 
the city. 

Kaiser told reporters with a 
shrug of his shoulders and a wry 
smile: “I was just trying to re- 
fresh his memory.” 

Bricker previously had _  de- 
scribed his assailant as a dis- 
gruntled patronage seeker. 
Bricker, the 1944 Republican 
vice presidential candidate, was 
not harmed, Investigating police 
said they @iscovered a fresh chip 
on the subway wall, apparently 


the Senator waited to board a car 
to take him from the Senate of- 
fice building to the Capitol. 
Kaiser, described by Senate of- 
ficials as an QOhioan, declined to 
say whether the pistol was load- 
ed with real bullets. Nor would 
he say what he meant when he 
remarked that he was only try- 
ing to refresh Bricker’s memory. 
He wore a World War I service 
button. 

Kaiser sat quietly in a capitol 
office, sometimes smiling, some- 
times with his fists’ tightly 
clenched. To a volly of questions, 
he would say to reporters only, 
“I'm sorry, I'm sorry. I would 
like to accommodate you but the 
burden is on the other side.” 

Kaiser was arrested in an apart- 
ment building about three hours 
after the shooting occurred in

He classified the death as acci- 
dental. 

Dr. Lily L. Dismukes, anesthet- 
ist in charge, Dr. Hunter L, Ma- 
hang, oral surgeon, and two 
nurses, whose names were not 
given, were cut by flying -glass 
from a bottle attached to the anes- 
thesia apparatus, Wilson said. 

Cause of the explosion was not 
determined. 

Miss Ellsworth was the daugh- 
ter of Fred W. Ellsworth, retired 
vice president of the Hibernia 
National Bank here.

BOX OF UNPRINTED 
MANUSCRIPTS BY 
CONAN DOYLE FOUND 


LONDON, July 12 (AP)—A box 
of unpublished manuscripts by Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle, creator of 
Sherlock Holmes, came to light to- 
day from the vault of a country 


The box included a play entitled 
“Crown and Diamonds—An Eve- 
ning With Sherlock Holmes,” and 
a manuscript called “Some Per- 
sonalia About Mr. Sherlock 
Holmes.” 

Author John Dickson Carr, who 
is writing Doyle’s biography, said, 
“There is no doubt ‘Crown and 
Diamonds’ is an unpublished play 
by Sir Arthur. From examina- 
tions of his writings and the text 
of the play itself, I should say it 
was written about the time of 
‘Return of Sherlock Holmes’ in 
the early 1900s. 

The manuscripts -~were found in 
a cardboard Victorian hatbox ly- 
ing in the vault of the Crowbor- 
ough (Sussex) Bank. They were 
transferred to a London bank for 
safekeeping. '

SENATE. REJECTS 
TAX GUT CHANGES. 
NEARS FINAL VOTE 


Morse Proposal for Delay 


Defeated — G.O.P. 
Threatens Night Ses- 
sion if Necessary. 


WASHINGTON, July 12 (AP)— 
The Senate today rapidly swept 
aside eight attempts of Senator 
Morse (Rep.), Oregon, to change 
the four-billion-dollar income tax 


reduction bill and pushed it on 
toward passage, probably in a few 
hours. 

In two overwhelming roll calls 
and six voice votes, the Senators 
rejected the Morse amendments. 
Senator Wherry (Rep.), Nebras- 
ka, assistant majority leader, said 
the leadership would. hold the 
Senate in session tonight if neces- 
sary to dispose of the Dill. 

President Truman has promised 
to veto the legislation which 
would reduce taxes beginning 
Jan. 1. Its passage was conceded, 
the only question VWeing whether 
the majority would be large 
enough to override his veto. The 
House approved it Tuesday, 302 
to 112. ’ 

The Republican leadership is 
opposed to any further change in 
the measure, which delays until 
next Jan, 1 the tax cut which 
Congress originally approved for 
last July 1. The House sustained 
the Chief Executive's veto of that 
bill. 

Delay Is Voted Down, 

The first Morse amendment 
would have delayed any tax cut 
until the President or Congress 
found that the level of employ- 
ment and production was about 
to decline. It would, in an event, 
have prevented the reductidn 
from taking effect before Jan. 1, 
1949. It lost, 60 to 22s

ATOM SHATTERED 
FOR FIRST TIME BY 
MAN-MADE DEVICE 


Result 


From Experiments at 
California U. With 
Giant Cyclotron. 


New Elements 


PALO ALTO, Calif., July 12 
(AP)—Two top researchers on the 
atom bomb said yesterday that 
for the first time an atom has 
been extensively smashed by a 
man-made machine. 

Dr. Glenn T. Seaborg and Dr. 
Isadore Perlman reported an en- 
tirely new layout of strange new 
transmuted elements as the first 
formal achievement of the multi- 
million-volt 2 angen in papers 
presented before the American 
Physical Society meeting here. 

Hitherto broken down, chipped 
off, fused and exploded, the atom 
has been subjected to a devastat- 
ing smashup in mankind’s newest 
machine for atom experimentation 
at the University of California. 

The results were achieved by 
hurling 200,000,000-volt bullets at 
atoms of arsenic in the 4000-ton 
concrete-caged machine. ar 

Arsenic nuclei were shatttred 
into at least 22 and possibly as 
many as 30 pieces. At least 10 
pieces were themselves elements 
of regular matter. 

At one stroke, one relatively 
heavy element had been turned 
into many different lighter ele- 
ments with spare bits left over. 

New Elements Possible. 

This initial finding opened the 
way for the production of 100 
new radio-active elements for sci- 
entific research. There are now 
about 450 radio-active and 275 
stable forms of the conventional 
elements. 

Atomic medicine will benefit di- 
rectly from the achievements of 
the cyclotron, which is capable 
of hurling atomic particles with 
energies up to 400,000,000 electron- 
volts,

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Explosive Able to Hurl Missile 
Beyond Pull of Gravity Reported 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 12 (UP) 
—Science had developed a new 
explosive powerful enough to hurl 
steel cones beyond the pull of 
gravity where they will float 
around the earth forever, an Aas- 
trohomer said today. 

The explosive, named penolite, 
has been a closely guarded mili- 
tary secret since its development 
seven years ago, according to Dr. 
Fritz Zwicky, astronoMer at Mt. 
Véilson observatory. 

In a report to the Astronomical 
Society of the Pacific, Zwicky said 
scientists already have attempted 
to toss projectiles high enough to 
become artificial satellites like the 
moon, The attempts failed but 
new experiments are being 
planned, he said. 

If the tests succeed, they might 
mark a miilestone in the develop- 


ment of inter-planetary communl- 
cation, Zwicky said. 

Zwicky said one trial test was 
made last year at the White 
Sands (N.M.) proving grounds, 
The steel cones were exploded like 
projectiles from the war heads 
of German V-2 rockets. 

Other attempts will be made in 
the future, he said, with the cones 
getting their initial impetus from 
rockets, anti-aircraft shells and 
planes. 

Zwicky said that if the experi- 
ments succeed, the cones will be- 
come “moons” circling the earth 
at 200 to 600 mile altitudes for- 
ever. : 

Penolite is reputed to be about 
one-third more powerful than 
TNT and capable of propelling 
one of the cones at about six 
miles per second. '

PARIS, July 12 (UP)—British 
Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin 
told Russia and its eight satel- 
lites today that the “door will re- 
main wide open” for countries of 
good will to change their minds 
and join the Marshall plan. 

Bevin was unanimously elected 
chiarman of the European eco- 
nomic conference by the 16 coun- 
tries of western and southern Eu- 
rope at their opening session in 
the French Foreign Office dining 
room. He quickly started organi- 
zational procedure, 

In an obvious reference to So- 
viet pressure that forced the 
satellites to reject invitations, 
Bevin said he regretted that 
“some European countries are un- 
able to attend.” 

“In reading the news I am sure 
they regret it as much as we re- 
gret their absence,” he added. 
“But we fully understand and ex- 
press our sympathy. . 

“The voices of all countries 
here and outside of Europe are 
raised to assure that the door will 
remain wide open to those with 
good will who want to contribute 
to the good life of Europe.” 

He labeled as “just nonsense” 
the Russian charge that the 
Western powers were interfering 
with the sovereignty of small na- 
tions, 

Brief Opening Session. 

The opening session lasted 
slightly more than one hour, then 
adjourned until tomorrow after- 
noon. A working committee was 
set up to prepare a conference 
program and report tomorrow. 

Beven closed the session with 
the remark, “This certainly is the 
quickest conference I have ever 
known.” 

Both Bevin and French For- 
eign Minister Georges Bidault 
pledged that Britain and France 
would give the Marshall plan firm 
backing. 

“I am authorized to state for 
the British Government,” Bevin 
said, “that not only the resources 
of Britain, but, insofar as we can 
influence it, the resources of the 
entire Britsh commonwealth of 
nations will be thrown into the 
support of this effort.” 

He stressed that the conference 
was economic and not political. 

“I emphasize again,” he de 
clared, “that this is a voluntary 
arrangement. We are attempting 
to organize the economic re- 
sources of the Qontinent for the 
benefit of all Europe. ... 

“This is a business meeting and 
with no idea of setting up a per- 
manent organization rivaling the 
United Nations. But we must es- 
tablish a special organization to 
solve Europe’s economic prob 
lems.” 

Welcomed by Bidault. 

Bidault welcomed the: delegates 
with a sharp retort to Soviet at- 
tacks on the conference. He said 
the purpose was not to form an 
anti-Soviet bloc but to “put an 
end to the state of economic an- 
archy.” 

“Tomorrow numerous countries 
will not longer be able to meet 
purchases of essential products 
they are compelled to make by 
reason of the present distress 
of our Continent,” Bidault said, 
“withut possessing corresponding 
resources in foreign exchange. 

‘The whole of Europe is not 
present here but those who are 
present are entitled to speak in 
its name and to act for it. Rein- 
forcements will arrive, I am sure, 
when our loyal co-operation has 
shown eto all what is the true 
way of independence.” 

Pledge by Sforza. 

Count Carlo Sforza, Italian For- 
ign Minister, said that all nations 
must be willing to sacrifice eco- 
nomic nationalism for the good 
of Europe as a whole. 

“The Italian delegation,” he said, 
“is here to co-operate in every way 
possible with any proposal which 
will break down the present trade 
restrictions between our nations 
so that we may all recover to- 
gether. This is the most crucial 
turning point in recent European 
history and we must not fail. If 
otr plans fail our civilization will 
be plunged into a state compa- 
rable to that of 10,000 years ago.” 

He said the program fashioned 
here must be kept open to eastern 
European states, and that “the 
German people must remain in 
the community. of industry and 
trade.” He offered Italy's ports, 
factories, railways and manpower 
to implement the program. 

Bidault praised the “noble int

- 100,000,000 AID 
PACT SIGNED BY 
UD. AND TURKEY 


Military Assistance Pro- 
gram Designed to Pro- 
tect Nation’s ‘Freedom 
and Independence,’ 
Maintain Economy.

WASHINGTON, July 12 (UP)— 
The United States, in another 
move to implement the Truman 
doctrine, today signed the $100,- 
000,000 military aid agreement with 
Turkey to guarantee its “freedom 
and independence.” 


The agreement, signed in An- 
kara, said the project complied 
with the basic principles of the 
United Nations Charter, and “in- 
augurated an auspicious chapter” 
in relations between the two 
countries. 

It added that the project would 
give Turkey's security forces the 
strength to “protect her freedom 
and independence and at the same 
time to continue to maintain the 
stability of her economy.” 

Signing of the agreement fol- 
lowed by a day the announcement 
by Dwight Griswold, chief of the 
American economic aid mission to 
Greece, that the United States is 
speeding an _ initial $35,000,000 
shipment of artillery, ammunition 
and other military equipment to 
Greek armed forces. Griswold 
said the shipment, already en 
route to American ports, is going 
on an “anti-bandit basis.” It in- 
cludes light mounted artillery, am- 
munition, mules, trucks and jeeps 
and food for the Greek Army. 

Funds Not Yet Voted. 

Though the Turkish aid pro- 
gram—like that of aid to Greece 
—has been approved by Congress, 
no specific appropriations have 
yet been made. Some congress- 
men have stated their belief that 
the Administration has not justi- 
fied the $400,000,000 total request- 
ed for the Greek-Turkish aid proj- 
ects. 

The threat against Turkey was 
not spelled out formally in the 
new agreement. But President 
T , in requesting the Greek- 
Turkish program, said Turkey had 
turned to the United States for 
aid to “maintain its national in- 
tegrity.” 

Russie has formally requested 
a share in the defense of the Dar- 
danelles, which Turkey has re- 
jected, and has subjected the 
Turks to a propaganda “war of 
nerves,” including agitation for 
incorporation of areas along Tur- 
key's eastern border into the So- 
viet Union. The Turkish Army 
has remained in a state of mobili- 
zation in the face of the Soviet 
pressure. 

Signed by Wilson. 

The accord was signed for the 
United States by American Ambas- 
sador Edwin C. Wilson, who will 
administer the program, and Turk- 
ish Foreign Minister Hasan Saka. 
Texts of the agreement were re- 
leased simultaneously here and in 
the Turkish capital. 

All of the $100,000,000 envisaged 
in the program would be spent for 
military equipment, training and 
related purposes such as rehabili- 
tation of the Turkish railroad sys- 
tem to permit swift movement of 
troops and supplies. This is in 
contrast with the 50-50 division of 
the $300,000,000 Greek aid program 
— military and civilian proj- 
ec 

Under the terms of the accord, 
American assistance can be termi- 
nated: 

1. If requested by the Turkish 
Government. 

2. If the U.N. Security Coun- 
cil or General Assembly finds 
that continuance of the pact is 
“unnecessary or undesirable.” 
The United States agreed to 
waive its U.N. veto power with 
respect to such a finding. 

3. If the Bresident of the 
United States finds that with- 
drawal is “in the interest of the 
United States.”

‘PRAGUE, July 12 (AP) — 


Czechoslovakia’s Communist Pre- 
mier, Klement Gottwald, an- 
nounced today that a new five- 


year economic treaty has been 
signed with the Soviet Union. 

“Among its provisions,” the 
Prémier said in a radio address, 
“Czechoslovakia. is to receive 
frrom Russia 200,000 tons of 


wheat and 200,000 tons of fodder, 
prestimably within the next 12 
months, This will be in return 
for exports and manufactured 
products of Czechoslovak heavy 
and light industries.” 


Gottwald. and Foreign Minister 
Jan Masaryk returned by plane 
this morning from Moscow, where 
they negotiated the pact. 

Gottwald’s telephone call from 
Moscow to Prague Thursday 
brought about Czechoslovakia’s 
sudden reversal of fts decision to 
attend the Paris -economic con- 
ference on the Marshall proposal. 

In his address, Gottwald mate 
only brief reference to the Paris 
conference. 

“It is impossible,” he said, “to 
talk about economic reconstruc- 
tion without it being explained 
how this is intended to operate.” 

Gottwald hailed the results of 
his mission to Moscow as a “great 
victory,” and said his visit had 
shown “what a great help the 


friendship of the Soviet Union’ is, 
both from the standpoint of our 
security and our economy.” 

The Czechoslovak Constituent 
Assembly, which serves as the na- 
tion’s parliament, adjourned for 
a month today. 

Political informants, meanwhile, 
said the emergency cabinet ses- 
sion which withdrew Czechoslo 
vakia from the Paris conference 
broke up five times before non- 
Communist ministers won their 
sole point—that the announcement 
make clear the action was taken 
under Soviet pressure. 

The informants said Gottwald 
demanded from Moscow that the 
cabinet action be unanimous. 

These sources said the opposi- 
tion gave up all hope of Czecho- 
slovak participation in the Paris 
talks when the cabinet received 
a message from non-partisan Pres- 
ident Dr. Eduard Benes stating:

RUSSIANS PREDIC 
PARIS. ECONOMIC 
TALKS WILL FAll 


Theme Hammered in 
Press and on Radio— 
Some Satellites Pine for 
Lost,Chance at Aid.

LONDON, July 2 (AP)-~—Rus- 
sia press and radio spokesmen 
hammered today on the theme 
that the European economic con- 
ference would fail, while some 
eastern nations pined openly for 
the dollar aid they may have lost 
by following Russia’s lead in 
staying away from the conference. 

Moscow Radio Commentator 
Viktorov, speaking in Russian, 
called the conference a repetition 
of the post-World War I Dawes 
plan—which was designed to help 
Germany — and said ‘it was 
“doomed to failure.” 

“The Anglo-French plans are 
fraught with new international 
difficulties which in the final 
analysis will turn against their 
initiators,” he declared. 

Mikhail Mikhailov, broadcast- 
ing in English, said refusal 
Russia and eight other countri 
to sit down in Paris today with 
16 other European nations had 
“overturned Anglo-French plans 
to a considerable extent.” 

Tass Gives View. 


The official Soviet news agency 
Tass in a review of preparations 
for the conference said: 

“It is easy to perceive that such 
a conference can not yield prac- 
tical results or justify the hopes 
placed in it by the Anglo-French 
organizers of this entire scheme 
concocted under United States pa- 
tronage.” 

The Russian agencies repeated 
the theory that the non-partici- 
pating nations stayed away be- 
cause joint British-French prep- 
aration of the conference agenda 
would have infringed their na- 
tional sovereignty if they had ac- 
cepted. 

Two writers in Pravda, Commu- 
nist party newspaper, said east- 
ern European nations were inter- 
ested in receiving American cred- 
its—but directly from the creditor 
and not through 


France. 
“There is no doubt,” said the 


article by commentators Marinin 
and Leontiev, “that for a speedy, 
successful fulfillment of the plan- 
ned development of the industry 
and agriculture of Poland, Yugo- 
slavia, Czechoslovakia, Romania, 
Bulgaria, Hungary and other 
countries, foreign credits are re- 
quired, 

“The governments of , these. na- 
tions have expressed more than 
once a desire to obtain credits on 
just terms.” 

The commentators said the 
right of Britain and France to 
handle such administration was 
ill-founded, 

“The fact is,” they wrote, “the 
way they themselves use Ameri- 
can credits gives them no right to 
teach others in this cause.” 

“It is weH known,” the writers 
added, “that neither Britain nor 
France have managéd to solve the 
task of planning the economy of 
their own countries in even the 
smallest way.” 

Polish Position. 

A Polish foreign ministry 
spokesman in Warsaw made it 
plain that Poland was eager for 
foreign help in rebuilding and 
would be sorry if the rejection of 
the invitation angered the United 
States. 

The spokesman added that fail- 
ure to obtain American aid would 
delay rebuilding, but emphasized 
that Poland would arise from the 
ruins of war through the great 
energy and enthiusiasm of its 
workers. He also said Poland 
was looking to other countries 
(not specified) as well as the 
United Stateg for help. 

The spokesman repeated that 
the German question was one of 
the biggest stumbling blocks to 
participation in the Paris meeting. 
Poland feels, he stressed, that na- 
tions which suffered as the re- 
sult of German aggression should 
be given priority assistance over 
Germany. 

He said Poland would welcome 
quick action from the World Bank 
on its application for a $600,000,- 
000 loan for reconstruction. 

Finland, in turning down the in- 
vitation to the Paris conference, 
also stressed its desire for foreign 
assistance, Its communique reject- 
ing the bid said Finland, “which 
will stay outside the rid politi- 
cal conflicts, unfortunately finds it 
impossible to participate in the 
Paris conference.” 

The Moscow radio, heard in Lon- 
don, further quoted the Finnish 
reply as saying that Finland’ “sin- 
cerely wishes to assist in purely 
economic co-operation between 
states and for her own economic 
restoration she needs foreign help. 
Therefore, the Government of Fin- 
land is ready to give material in- 
formation concerning the Govern- 
ment’s economy.”

GROUP IN HOUSE

Subcommittee Makes 
Some Changes, How- 
ever, in Bill as It Was 
Passed by the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, July 12 (AP) 
~—A House Expenditures subcom- 
mittee today approved a measure 
providing for unification of the 
armed services but with some 
changes in the bill as it passed 
the Senate. 

Chairman Hoffman (Rep.), 
Michigan, told reporters he would 
call the full committee together 
Monday to speed the measure to 
the House floor. 

Chief differences in the bill from 
the Senate version are these: 

1. The House bill would pro- 
vide that the director of the Cen- 
tral Intelligence group should be 
a civilian. Under the Senate bill,

2. The House bill would pro- 
vide no police authority, no in- 
ternal securify powers and no 
subpoena authority for the Of- 
fice of Central Intelligence. The 
Senate measure does not include 
these specifically negative 
clauses. 

3. The House bill would order 
, preservation of at least the pres- 
ent size and functions of the 

Marine Corps. There is no sim- 
ilar clause in the Senate bill. 

Generally, however, the House 
subcommittee measure follows 
the lines of the bill passed Wed- 
nesday by t Senate. 


U.S. JUDGE RULES S. CAROLINA 
NEGROES CAN ENROLL TO VOTE 


CHARLESTON, S8.C., Juy 12 
(AP). — United States District 
Judge J. Waties Waring ruled to- 
day that “Negroes are entitled to 
be enrolled to vote” in the,South 
Carolina Democratic primaries. 

The ruling was in the case of 
George Elmore, Columbia Negro, 
against members of the Richland 
county (Columbia) Democratic ex- 
ecutive committee and primary 
election managers in one Colum- 
bia Democratic club. State Demo- 
cratic party rules have limited 
participation in primaries’ to 
“white Democrats,” All state laws 
governing and affecting primary 
elections were repealed in 1944.

TRUK NATIVES TESTIFY HOW 


JAPS KILLED YANK PRISONERS 


GUAM, July 12 (AP) — Three 
natives flown from Truk took the 
stand today in the United States 
military commission trial of 19 
Japanese charged with brutal slay- 
ing of 10 American war prisoners 
in 1944. 

One was Mesenibig Sanichi, who 
seemed to take particular delight 
in walking among the defendants 
and putting the finger on his for- 
mer masters. He said he crouched 
behind a cocoanut tree and watched 
the Japanese navy men stab two 
Americans trussed to a _ cross 
beam. 

He testified he was ordered to 
bury the bodies of four Americans 
killed in medical . experiments. 
Sanichi was preceded on the stand 
by two Truk women. 


JAPS PLAN SPECIAL TAX 
ON UNBOMBED BUILDINGS 


TOKYO, July 12 (UP) — The 
Government will submit to the 
Diet a bil’ for special taxation 
of buildings and houses which es- 
caped American B-29 bombs dur- 
ing the war, a Cabinet spokes- 
man said today. 

He reported that the 
Democratic party favored such 
taxation because it would tend 
to equalizg the wartime sacri- 
fices of the people.

BRITAIN, U.S. TO. CONFER |

Meeting to Be Held in Washington—New

The meeting was announced late 
yesterday by the State Depart- 
ment.

Clay might head the American 
delegation and Lt. Gen. Sir Brian 
Robertson the British group. They 
are commanders in the respective 
zones of Germany. 

In Berlin, Gen. Clay said Maj. 
Gen. William Draper, his econom- 
ic adviser, will represent him at 
the Washington conference. There 
was no indication whether Gen. 
Robertson would attend the dis- 
cussions. 

Clay also @nnounced that, at a 
meeting with Robertson, an agree- 
ment was reached between Britain 
and the United States on a new 
level of industry for their econom- 
ically-merged zones in Germany. 

Terms of the pact will not be 
made public before next Wednes- 
day, but authoritative sources in 
Berlin predicted the industrial 
level would be based on stee] pro- 
duction of about 12,000,000 tons 
yearly.

BILL FOR TRAINING 
VIRTUALLY PUT ON 
SHELF IN HOUSE 


Rules Chief ‘Feels Sure’ 
Committee Will Not 
Act on Legislation Un- 
til Next Year. 


WASHINGTON, July 12 (UP)— 
Chairman Leo E. Allen (Rep.), 
Illinois, of the House Rules Com- 
mittee today just about placed 
universal military training legis- 
lation in moth balls until the next 
session of Congress. 

“I feel sure.” he said, “that my 
committee will not take action on 
this legislation until next year. We 
feel that it should be held up 
pending enactment of the armed 
services unification bill and a de- 
termination by the Army, Navy 
and Air Forces of their require- 
ments under unification.” 

Allen is an influential member 
of the House Republican leader- 
ship. His committee is responsi- 
ble for clearing legislation for 
floor consideration and usually re- 
flects the wishes of the leader- 
ship. 

The House Armed Services Com- 
mittee has held hearings for about 
a month on the universal military 
training program which has strong 
Administration backing. It has 
decided to refer the matter to a 
subcommittee headed by Repre- 
sentative Towe (Rep.), New Jer- 
sey, who is the author of a bill 
which incorporates the recom- 
mendations of President Truman's 
commission on universal military 
training. 

The President's commission, 
headed by Dr. Karl T. Compten, 
noted scientist, proposed, among 
other things, a period of #ix 
months basic training for a na- 
tion’s youth. 

All told, the Armed Services 
Committee has heard 22 witnesses, 
among them Compton and former 
Supreme Court Justice Owen J. 
Roberts. About nine of the wit- 
nesses testified in “behalf of the 
program. Those opposed included 
largely church groups. 

The Towe subcommtitee is 
scheduled to hold its first meeting 
Monday to decide on plans for 
consideration of training legisla- 
tion. It undoubtedly will call for 
further public hearings.

SENATORS OFFER BILL 
10 AMEND LABOR AUT 


Aiken and Hatch Propose Re- 
peal of Union Political 
Expenditure Section. 


WASHINGTON, July 12 (AP)— 
Legislation to repeal a controver- 
sial provision of the new Taft- 
Hartley labor act which prohibits 
political expenditures by unions 
was introduced yesterday by Sen- 
ators Aiken (Rep.), Vermont, and 
Hatch (Dem.), New Mexico. 

It was the first measure to 
amend the act since it became law 
over President Truman’s veto 19 
days ago. . 

In a statement, Aiken termed 
the section an “invasion of the 
rights of free speech and a free 
press.” 

The bill would have no effect 
on a companion provision which 
bars contributions by unions in 
connection with national elections 
and primaries. Nor does it seek 
to repeal a Taft-Hartley law bar 
on political expenditures by cor- 
porations. 

The bar on political expendi- 
tures has raised a storm of pro- 
test by union leaders who say it 
prohibits union-financed newspa- 
pers to publish even the record of 
political candidates, Congress

BILL TO EXTEND SUGAR QUOTA 
SYSTEM PASSED BY HOUSE 


WASHINGTON, July 12 (UP)— 
The House passed by a voice vote 
yesterday and sent to the Senate a 
bill extending the sugar quota sys- 
tem for five years, after opponents 
charged that the act was drafted 
by “the sugar trust to exact $300,- 
000,000 tribute from housewives.” 

Passage is certain in the Senate 
where the Finance Committee has 
approved identical legislation in- 
dorsed by 33 sugar state Senators. 

House opponents predicted the 
act would increase ‘retail sugar 
prices to 12 cents a pound. Rep- 
resentative Flannagan (Dem.), 
Virginia, charged further that the 
bill was written by the “sugar 
trust” with the object of “pegging 
prices” and exacting tribute from 
the housewife. 

In addition to extending the 
quota system, the act puts domes- 
tic and territorial producers 02 a 
*tonnage, rather than a percentage, 
basis and gives Cuba a larger 
quota. The Secretary of Agricul- 
ture is given authority to set fair 
wages and prices in sugar pro-

NEW YORK, July 12 (AP)—An 
AFL teamster union chief testi- 
fied yesterday his union had 
signed work contracts empower- 
ing it to “issue instructions to the 
employer” about the conduct of 


| his business, but he added that he 


probably would change provisions 
of the agreements which had 
come under scrutiny of a House 
of Representatives special sub- 
committee. 

The disclosure was made by Jo- 
seph G. Papa as he testified be- 
fore the subcommittee investigat- 
ing high food prices in metropoli- 
tan New York. 

Papa, who described the em- 
powering clauses in the contract 
as “terrific,” is president of the 
commission drivers and chauf- 
feurs union, Local 202, of the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Team- 
sters, Chauffeurs, Warehousemen 
and Helpers of America. 


Papa said the contracts were 
signed with food dealer employ- 
ers, and told the subcommittee 
that “I think we’re going to take 
them (the questioned clauses) 
out because J think you gentle- 
men are going to criticize them. 
The newspapers are going to criti- 
cize them. 


Terms of Contract. 


One section of the contracts, dis- 
cussed at the hearing, declared: 
“The union reserves the right to 
issue instructions to the employer 
relative to the conduct of his busi- 
ness, without dispute, when the 
union feels that the employer con- 
ducts business in such a manner 
as to jeopardize the employment 
security of his employes and 
where such conduct might be det- 
rimental and interfere with the 
orderly and efficient operation of 
the movement of perishable prod- 
ucts destined for distribution to 
the consumers, 


“Should the union determine 
that the employer is conducting 
his business in.a manner not sat- 
isfactory to the union, noticé to 
that effect will be sent to the em- 
ployer and/or the Fruit and Pro- 
duce Trade Association, and upon 
receipt of such notice the employ- 
er shall without any further act 
upon the part of the union dis- 
continue such acts.” 

The local union is permitted 
under the terms to cancel the 
contract unless the employer com- 
plies with it. 

Papa told a reporter that any 
changes in the contracts probably 
would come in renewals after next 
Dec. 31. | 

Representative Max Schwabe 
(Rep.), Missouri, questioned Papa 
about possible changes in the con- 
tract terms. 

Testimony by Employer. 

When an employer told the sub- 
committee of signing a similar 
contract with another AFL local, 
Chairman Wint Smith (Rep.), 
Kansas, asked: “You signed a con- 
tract that took the right to run 
your own business away from you, 
didn’t you?” The witness replied 
that the union always had been 
“very fair.” ‘ 

The subcommittee was told by 
another employer that the food 
dealers had objected to the clauses 
under discussion, but had been as- 
sured by the union that the pro- 
visions would not be used except 
to eliminate “chiselers” from the 
field. 

Questioning Papa, Schwabe 
asked: “You wouldn’t hesitate to 
use these tremendous powers that 
are given to you under this con- 
tract to put some man out of 
business if you had to, in order to 
vrotect the interests of your mem- 
.érship?” 

Papa replied: “I would hesitate 
‘ust as long as is required to give 
anybody a hearing as why such 
things are being done, and unless 
it was discontinued, of course, we 
would invoke our powers.”

CARBONDALE, Ill, July 12— 


An article charging that Gov. 
Dwight H. Green “may be entitled 
to the lion’s share of the blame” 
for the Centralia mine disaster led 
to the removal of James B. Dodd 
as editor of the student news- 
paper at Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity here, the Post-Dispatch 
learned today. 


The article, written by Curtis 
and Cletus Hise, brothers, ap- 
peared in the April 4 issue of the 
Egyptian, the first issue under 
Dodd's editorship since his return 
from military service. 


The offending article, which 
brought “pressure from Spring- 
field” on faculty members who 
went there to get appropriations 
for the state school, read in part: 

“From all available evidenee, it 
seems as if Gov. Green may be 
entitled to the lion’s share of the 
blame (for the disaster). 


“It has been shown clearly that 
the State Department of Mines 
and Minerals and its director, 
Robert M. Medill, who resigned 
earlier this week, were guilty of 
negligence in carrying out the 
recommendations of mine inspec- 
tors. 

“Gov. Green Knew Hazards.” 

“Gov. Green knew the hazards 
of this mine as far back as 1945 
but refused to do anything to rec- 
tify the deplorable conditions. 

“The guilt of the state Republi- 
can administration is further evi- 
denced by the quick conscience- 
clearing action the Governor took 
in organizing the many investi- 
gating committees. 

“And one can be assured that 
Republican Senator C. Wayland 
Brooks’s action in demanding a 
Senate investigation was not mere 
coincidence. The Republicans’ only 
hope lay in trying to’ pin the 
blame on the Democratic admin- 
istration in Washington. 

“But back here in Illinois, where 
the miners know the facts, the 
Governor’s plan has boomeranged 
and with it perhaps his hopes for 
the 1948 Republican vice* presi- 
dential nomination.” 

The following week the Hise 
brothers wrote another column 
suggesting that Senator Scott Lu- 
cas would make a good Governor 
to succeed Green.

White House Succession 


Congress has delivered a highly dubious pack- 
age at the White House door in the form of 
the new presidential succession bill. It has 
done so, however, at the explicit request of Mr. 


Truman who placed his order for the change! 


more than two years ago—when his party was 


_in power in the legislative branch. 


Were the presidency. to become vacant now, 
Secretary of State George C. Marshall would 
ascend to the office of Chief Executive under 


- the Presidential Succession Act, which has been 


in force since 1886. If Mr. Truman signs the 
bill now before him and the presidency becomes 
vacant soon afterward, his successor will be 
Speaker Joe Martin of Massachusetts. 


There can be little question as to which of 
these men — Secretary Marshall or Speaker 
Martin—is the better qualified for such an 
eventuality. Secretary Marshall is a man of 
broad experience in world affairs. He was 
Chief of Staff throughout American participa 
tion in the war. He has been a diplomat. Now 
he is at work on problems of statesmanship on 
the highest level. 

Speaker Martin is a man of certain skills to 
be sure. 
sional politician. As long as his party was in the 
minority, his view was pretty much circumscribed 
by the congressional district which he has repre- 


sented. He voted against arming our merchant . 


ships against U-boats and against lend-lease. 
While “Martin has been a capable presiding 
officer since the Republicans took over the 
House in January, he has exhibited no qualities 
of real leadership. He is not the kind of man 
the country would draft for its highest office. 
The contrast between Secretary Marshall and 
Speaker Martin is nét an. isolated case in his- 
tory. Review of the lists of Secretaries of States 
and Speakers of the House of Representatives 
shows that such contrasts have been common. 
Presidents have picked outstanding men to the 
first post in the Cabinet. Speakers have been 
chosen for long tenure, party regularity and per- 
sonal standing among fellow House members. 
. * = 


Thus, our Secretaries of State have included 
such men as Jay, Jefferson, Randolph, Mar- 
shall, Madison, Monroe, Clay, Webster, Seward, 
Hay, Root, Hughes and Hull. Most of the early 
Speakers are forgotten names. Mr. Martin's 
predecessors since 1900 are somewhat better 
remembered: Henderson of Iowa, Cannon of 
Illinois, Clark of Missouri, Gillett of Massa- 
chusetts, Longworth of Ohio, Garner of Texas, 
Rainey of Illinois, Byrns of* Tennessee, Bank- 
head of Alabama and Rayburn of Texas. The 
differences between the lists are only too evi- 
dent. a 

Should there be no Vice President and no 
Speaker could qualify (in 1855 it was months 
before the House agreed on Speaker Banks and 
in 1934 Speaker Rainey died after the House 
adjourned), the highest office under the new 
bill would go to the presiding officer of the 
Senate. Had it been necessary to take this Sen- 
ate officer in 1941, the country would have had 
for President Carter Glass, then 83 years old 
and in ill health. In 1945, on such a basis, the 
presidency would have gone to Kenneth McKel- 
lar, then 76 and powerful largely because of 
seniority.

The case which Mr. Truman made for succes- 
sion through the office of Speaker does , not 
overcome the objections. It is true that it 
would give the country a President recently 
elected to the House and in turn chosen Speaker 
by his colleagues, Yet there are more important 
considerations than this one of popular choice. 

The purpose of the Republicans in passing the 
bill at a time when many vital measures are 
languishing is clear enough. They are well aware 
that the bill puts their party next in line for the 
presidency since the choice of Speaker is in 
their hands. 

If it is believed that no President should have 
the power to name his successor, as is true now, 
then it would be better to have a special elec- 
tion, the fiominees to be chosen by the national 
committees of the two parties. This indeed was 
the intention and effect of the law prior to pas- 
sage of the Presidential Succession Act of 1886. 

The bill before the President does nothing to 
improve our governmental machinery and it 
could very well work out in practice to our dis- 
advantage. 
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Ingratitude Toward Cuba 

What Western wool growers sought to do to 
the Australian wool industry in the bill which 
President Truman has vetoed, American sugar 
growers are now trying to do to the Cuban sugar 
industry. 

In the middle °'30s President Roosevelt, in 
order to stabilize the Cuban economy and Cuban 
politics, sponsored an agreement giving Cuba 45 
to 50 per cent of the United States sugar market. 
In appreciation of this, Cuba increased its sugar 
production during the war and refused higher 
prices elsewhere in order to supply the Amert- 
can market with sugar in excess of the agreed 
‘quota. 


With the sugar market in the rest of the world ' 


in a state of collapse, American sugar growers 
now want to reduce Cuba’s share of the Ameri- 
can market nearly 40 per cent. This would cause 
a dangerous dislocation of the whole economy of 
Cuba and play into the hands of the Commu- 
nists, who have made notable gains in the island 
in the past few years. : 

What it would do to the American housewife 
is yet another story. The wholesale price of 
sugar today is 6 cents. Ten years ago it went 
as low as three cents, and it will fall somewhat 
again and give the consumer a break—if Wash- 
ington permits. } 

But the pending bill would direct’ Secretary of 
Agriculture Anderson to determine the price 
each Deeember and to keep it near the present 
level. Mr. Anderson, with his usual penchant 
for supporting farm pressure groups, favors the 
bill, but no Congressman has had the fortitude 
to put his name to it. The bill is floating around 
in the House Agriculture Committee just now 
with no name in the spot where the author’s 
name usually is listed. 

The State Department opposes the bill. Labor 
should oppose the bill because—along with its 
other faults—it repeals ‘the minimum wage

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Oil Across the Pacific 


Nearly 250,000 barrels of oil are going aboard 
three West Coast tankers for Russia, under 
a Commerce Department export license. Chair- 
man Weichel of the House .Merchant Marine 
Committee protested, but Under Secretary Wil- 
liam C. Foster only replied that he had the 


’ protest “under consideration.” 


Mr. Foster has a lot to consider. 

House and Senate conferees have just agreed 
on a bill to continue the export licensing system 
for scarce commodities. Of these, oil is one of 
the scarcest—and one of the most useful for 
war. Congress has heard testimony that the 
Navy is short of oil. The gasoline shortage in 
the Midwest threatens to become worse by win- 
ter. 

Yet Mr. Foster says the Commerce Depart- 
ment does not believe that oil exports should 
be “drastically curtailed.” He says that would 
cause “chaos and confusion” in “friendly” 
countries. 

The Under Secretary might ask himself 
whether the West Coast oil shipment is going 
to the best of our friends. Are there not better 
friends who might need it more, and who might 
resent filling the tanks of Russia? Does the 
Commerce Department really know whether the 
United States can afford to ship oil anywhere 
without the most careful measurement of domes- 
tic and defense needs? 

Once this country thoughtlessly shipped oil 
and scrap iron and other vital materials to 
Japan and will never forget it. The Commerce 
Department should take that under considera- 
tion. Oil should be exported only with the 
greatest caution. 
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Sniping at Intelligence 

Too much is enough. The long, wasteful de- 
bate over unifying the armed forces should 
end in this session of Congress. The unifica- 
tion bill has passed the Senate and is on the 
“must” list in the House. Yet George Fielding 
Eliot reports that some Corgressmen persist in 
sniping at the provision for a Central Intelli- 
gence agency. 

Nothing is more essential to the purposes of 
the bill than this section. The whole intent of 
the measure is to co-ordinate the work of the 
high command and to permit quick decisions, 
and these must be based on a rapid collection 
and sifting of strategic information. That would 
be the work of Central Intelligence. 

It is absurd for some Congressmen‘ to charge 
that the agency would interfere with the FBI, 
or do away with present military intelligence, or 
put amateurs into the information business. The 
new organization only fills a hole in the high 
command. It would replace little of established 
intelligence activity but would unify what there 
is. 

Pear) Harbor proved that ignorance can de- 
stroy a modern defense. Fortunately, most mem- 
bers of Congress know that, and the present 
speedy work on the unification bill is one result. 
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Next Winter’s Music 

In New York this weekend, Conductor 
Viadimir Golschmann is busily preparing the 
overall fare for the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra’s sixty-eighth year. That means he is 
examining new scores and planning with solo- 
ists the concertos they will play. 

Here in St. Louis preparations have been go- 
ing on, too. About $100,000 has been raised 
for the orchestra's 1947-48 maintenance fund. 
This is a chore which becomes more difficult 
over the years as the base for an orchestra's 
support broadens. 

Time was when one man—a Henry Lee Hig- 
ginson in Boston or a Henry Harkness Flagler 
in New York—paid the bills not met through 
box office revenue. But now orchestras must 
appeal to larger groups. Last year the Chamber 
of Commerce urged St. Louis business firms to 
contribute to the maintenance fund because of 
the Symphony’s contribution to the value of the 
community. 

In Pittsburgh, the Pittsburgh Press tells us, 
the management of the symphony society is 
seeking .25,000 angels each to donate $1 to $25. 

Is it too much to ask as many individuals in 
St. Louis to give as much as they can to the 
maintenance fund? This would have two effects: 
first, to increase interest in the orchestra’s 


activities, and, second, to make it possible to’ 


reduce box office prices. 

So far, the orchestra has got by for 67 years. 
The struggle to raise the maintenance fund in- 
creases with each year. Box office sales held 
last year, but the future is unpredictable. Unless 
the Symphony gets wide support—the mainte- 


‘nance fund is still $25,000 short of its goal—

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Where the “Voice” Is Silenced 


The State Department has confronted Con- 
gress with the full facts of its irresponsibility 
toward our foreign information program. Be- 
cause the program’s budget was cut in half, 
the Voice of America broadcasts must be 
silenced in nine more nations. 

These foreign language programs will have 
to be cut from 57 hours a day to 35. After 
making these restrictions, and by stretching its 
thin appropriation to the limit, the State De- 
partment will then be able to maintain radio 
service to Russia and its satellites and a few 
other places considered “critical areas.” 

What this means is that radio is no longer 
available as a means of making better friends 
of people already friendly to us, We will skip 
the Australians and the Portuguese and some 
others. Instead, we will just about be able to 
maintain the present skimpy effort to explain 
ourselves to those peoples who have little op- 
portunity to hear the truth and frequently hear 
the opposite. : 

This is logical underg circumstances in which 
the State Department finds itself with 10 mil-

For a Specific Radio Law

The White bill to regulate radio lacks clarity and has some fright- 
ening provisions, broadcaster says; rejects sections on public discus- 
sion; says these would hamstring air time with long arguments; 
suggests proviso to stop inflationary trafficking in station licenses. 


From a Statement by — Bannister, General Manager of the 


Detroit News Stations, 


In the White Bill it is stated at the outset 
that no station is compelled to carry poli- 
tical broadcasting. I think it should also 
be stated that no station is compelled to 
carry a program discussing any specific 
public question. ; 

If the licensee is worthy of a license 
in the first place, then he shoujd be trusted 
to decide whether or not an issue is of 
sufficiept importance and interest to war- 
rant time on his station. But it should 
be made crystal clear that there is no com- 
pulsion to throw open facilities. 

Permit me to cite a case showing how 
the lack of such a proviso has fostered 
bureaucracy. On my own station, for 27 
years we have tried by every means at 
our disposal to run the finest kind of radio 
station. 


He Wanted an Audience 


Yet, only a few months ago, when our 
license came up for renewal, one of the 
Federal Communications Commissioners 
refused to cast his vote for renewal, but 
instead voted for “further inquiry.” 

Why did he do this? He did it, as he 
informed our representative, because some 
18 months previously we had become in- 
volved in one of those situations which are 
inevitable in broadcasting. A professor who 
is an eminent scientist from one of the 
Midwestern universities had been invited 
by a local group to speak in my town. 


It was the sort of thing whig¢h happens 
every day. You can judge the impact this 
visit made on our community by the 
fact that the sponsors of this appearance 
scheduled it in a school auditorium, hold- 
ing perhaps 1500 people. And the profes- 
sor failed to fill even this small hall. 


Yet I was asked to cancel a full hour 
of superb NBC programming, in the heart 
of the best evening hours, to interrupt 
the listening habits of a million people, 
and to chase off the majority of my vast 
audience, in order to carry this speech. Be- 
cause I refused to do so, this group com- 
plained to the Commigsion. And based on 
that complaint, a Commissioner voted 
against renewing our license. 

I think that simplicity and clarity are 
needed in the law if these things are not 
to happen again. 


Equal Time for Argument 


Paragraph D of Section 15 rather 
frightens me. It says that if a station 
permits the use of its facilities on a public 
question which is to be voted upon, then 
it must allow equal time for the presenta- 
tion of each different view. 

I’m thinking of an issue which has been 
greatly debated in my town. We need a 
modern airport desperately, but we haven't 
been able to decide on a site because half 
a dozen. different sites have been sug- 


gested, with no meeting of minds. 


Supposing we had on the municipal bal- 
lot, at our next election, a proposal! to con- 
struct an airport on what Detroiters call 
“the Northwest site.” I shudder to think 
of our vast audiences dwindling away at 
the endless talk of chimerical airports. 


As I read this paragraph, we must allow 
equal time to the advocates of the Willow 
Run site, to the Wayne county site, to the 
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Canadian site, to the City Airport site, and 
to the Riverfront site, all of which have 
been suggested. 

I think it would be better to allow equal 
time to those in favor of the proposal and 
to those opposed. 

Section 18 deals with news sources. In 
substance it states that the sources of 
news must be identified, fore and aft. But 
the context is somewhat clouded because it 
could be interpreted to mean that each 
item in a newscast must be identified as 
to source. 

On my own station our newscasts are 
preceded by an announcement reading, “We 
now present the news as compiled from 
the dispatches of the Associated Press, the 
United Press, and by the staffs of the De- 
troit News and WWJ.” . 


I'd hate to do this before every item on 
each newscast. It would become quite an- 
noying and boresome and time-consuming 
to the degree of restricting news coverage. 


Big for Their Breeches 


Commentators are another problem. 
Some of them get pretty big for their 
breeches. My own opinion is that radio 
would be better off without some of its 
highest rated commentators, but I think 
that any attempt to regulate their activi- 
ties by law is dangerous and that such 
an attempt would constitute an infringe- 
ment of the constitutional ‘guarantee of 
free speech. 

I have one final suggestion: I would 
like to see included in the law a proviso 
which would make it impossible for anyone 
to procure a license if that person has 
owned a radio station and has sold it. 
There is a lot of trafficking in licenses 
and apparently no one is doing anything 
to stop it. 

I see nothing wrong in anyone selling 
a station for a profit. But I see a great 
wrong in permitting such a person to re- 
peat the process. 

The Detroit News and I personally re- 
gard the assignment of a wave-length, out 
of the public domain, as a sacred trust. We 
wouldn’t think of selling our station at a 
profit, which we could easily do in the 
hope of starting another station with the 
proceeds and still have money left in the 
bank. 

Yet that sort of stuff is going on con- 
stantly, and people who have sold at fancy 
prices pop up shortly afterwards with new 
stations which, presumably, in time will 
be sold for further gain.

Sweet Land of Have-Not 


AMERICA'S NEEDS AND RESOURCES, by J._ Fred- 
eric Dewhurst and associates, (Twentieth Century 
Fund, New York.)

“This is a hell of a big country.” Ameri- 
cans are supposed to be a Foastful race, 
but America in the twentieth century has 
probably suffered more from under-esti- 
mation than from any other illusion. The 
Twentieth Century Fund has published 
this outsize volume to set forth in detail 
the enormousS and growing size of the 
economic system of the United States. 

The net production of this country was 
27 times larger in 1944 than in 1850, pro- 
duced by only eight and one-half times as 
many workers, working only 47 hours a 
week instead of 70 hours. If the United 
States does not get into an atomic war 
or a serious depression, and if our growth, 
technology and habits go on along their 
present lines, we can qxpect to produce 
more on a peacetime schedule of about 38 
hours a week in 1960 than we put out in 
1944 at the wartime peak at 47 hours. 

* 7 . 

This book is already being widely bought 
by business men, to study for an under- 
standing of their own industry, and to 
get a general picture of the great over- 
all American market into which each 
business must fit. Probably the greatest 
value is that it shows how the astonishing 
achievements of wartime industry are no 
flash in the pan. 

The distinction vetween our shrinking 
wealth and our expanding income is clearly 
pictured. The United States is beginning 
to be a have-not nation. Most of our 
metals, except for iron, magnesium and 
aluminum from clay, are down nearly to 
the low-grade ores. 

The vast growth of production calis for 
more materials than we have, and we 
must look to world trade for fresh sup- 
plies, on a far larger scale than in the 
past. fact, too, will stretch our 
minds to a mew sense of our place in 
world economics. 

The economic history of the past hundred 
years justifies the emphasis that Dr. Dew- 
hurst places -on the growth of mechanical 
power. Man-hour production has more 
than tripled since 1850, almost entirely 
because of greater use of power from 
coal, waterpower and oil. We used in 
1940 about 70 times as much mineral en- 
ergy as our ancestors used in 1850, and 
the power per worker if still rising. 

* ~ . 

‘But the fact may be that the Age of 
Power has passed its peak, and that even 
the atom itself may not restore the rela- 
tive place of power in the future course 
of development. Technology has had the 
coal-steam era and the electric-motor and 
gasoline era, both of which grew on a 
vast expansion of power use. 

No doubt more power will be used in 
the future. But in this century has sprout- 
ed the electric-instrument, chemistry and 
biology era, that offers large increases of 
output from subtle and abstract inven- 
tions, not mainly dependent on power. And 
perhaps most productive of all may be 
the development of management engineer- 
ing, adding still more production merely 
by reducing human strain and friction.

Apology or Crime? 


Thomas Paine warned his con- 
temporaries against just this, In 
his “Thoughts on the Peace,” 
written at the conclusion of the 
Revolutionary War, he stated: 

“It is not among the least of 
the calamities of a long-continued 
war that it unhinges the mind 
from those nice sensations that at 
other times appear so amiable. 
The continual spectacle of woe 
biunts the finer feelings and the 
necessity of bearing with the fight 
renders it familiar. In like man- 
ner are the moral obligations of 
society weakened, till the custom 
of acting by necessity becomes an 
apology where it is truly a crime.

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., July 12 
(UP) — British officials charged 
Egypt today with trying to make 
the United Nations break a legal 
treaty which gives Britain the 
right to maintain a foothold in 
the Nile valley for nine more 
years, 

The officials disclosed that this 
charge would be the core of the 
British rebuttal to the Egyptian 
demand for United Nations Se- 
curity Council action which would 
force British forces from Egypt 
and the Sudan. They pointed out 
the Anglo-Egyptiafl treaty of 1936 
does not expire until 1956.’ 


The source also said that British 
Delegate Sir Alexander Cadogan 
will not attempt to keep the 
Council from taking up the Egyp- 
tian complaint, but soon after de- 
bate begins Britain will urge the 
Coéuncil to toss out the complaint 
on the ground that it is not justi- 
fied, 

An Unpopular Task. 


In fighting the Egyptian 4de- 
mand that the Sudan be made a 
part of Egypt in the name of 
“unity of the Nilé,” the British 
faced the unpopvlar task of de- 
fending their right to colonial 
control of the 1,000,000-square- 
mile area and its 6,000,000 Sudan- 
ese for an indefinite period. 

British officials are reported to 
be opposed to letting Sudan decide 
its future status by referendum. 
“The people are not literate 
enough,” one official contended. 
This implied a British attempt to 
have the Security Council approve 
its remaining in the Sudan, which 
lies strategically close to the Suez 
Canal and controls the headwaters 
of the Nile. 

The United States is likely to be 
forced into a position where it 
must choose between jts usual line 
of supporting British policy or 
siding with the Arabs, whose 
friendship the State Department 
considers vital now that the oil- 
rich Middle East has become one 
of the main diplomatic battle- 
grounds. 


France, in choosing sides, will 
have to keep in mind its own seri- 
ous difficulties with the independ- 
ence-seeking Arabs of North 
Africa. 


For Russia, however, the Egyp- 
tian move provided an even bet- 
ter chance than the Palestine case 
for sniping at Britain from the 
sidelines. 


Egyptian Contention. 

Egypt gave advance notice in 
its formal complaint to the U.N. 
yesterday that would attempt 
to prove the Anglo-Egyptian 
treaty violates the U.N. Charter 
and therefore should be scrapped. 
No U.N. country should be allowed 
to keep troops on the territory of 
another nation without that qa- 
tion’s consent, the Egyptians said. 

The treaty permitting British 
garrisons in Egypt and British 
administration of the Sudan has 
outlived its purpose and “cannot 
bind Egypt any longer,” the com- 
plaint said. 


Meanwhile, India and the Phil- 
ippines won the support of Russia 
yesterday in their efforts to give 
a voice to colonies and non-U.N. 
countries in the United Nations 
Economic Commission for Asia 
and the Far East. 


Soviet Delegate P. M. Cherny- 
shev said Russia favored consul- 
tative capacity for non-U.N, mem- 
bers and would support India and 
the Philippines in their move 
to get further privileges at the 
council table. 


Chernyshev did not go so far 
as to say he would support their 
demands for full voting privileges, 
but asked that a decision be de- 
layed until Monday—presumably 
so he could consult the Soviet 
Government. 


India’s R. N. K. Nehru, with 
the support of Carlos P. Romulo 
of the Philippines, carried on the 
struggle to get more representa- 
tion for some 100,000,000 depen- 
dent people in the Far East. 

Nehru said in his proposal for 
active membership that some rep- 
resentation should be given to 
Burma, Ceylon, Indonesia and the 
Indo-Chinese federation, as Well 
as the Allied spokesman for Ja- 
pan and Korea. 


But in asking for a voice for 
the “governments of territories 
included in the initial geographic 
scope but not in the initial mem- 
bership of the commission,” he 
was also seeking votes for Brit- 
ish North Borneo, Brunei and 
Sarawak, Hong Kong, the Ma- 
layans Union and Singapore,

GREEK RED CALLS FOR 
A “FREE DEMOCRALT 


Fugitive Zachariades Issues 
Appeal as Troops Continue 
Drive on Guerrillas. 


ATHENS, July 12 (AP) — 
Greece’s fugitive Communist lead- 
er called today for the “creation 
in free democratic areas of Greece 
of a free democratic government.” 


Government troops continued a 
heavy drive against guerrillas in 
the northwest, where the war min- 
istry said insurgents sought to set 
up a Communist state. 

Nicholas Zachariades, Com- 
munist chifetain facing sentences of 
from one to five years for criminal 
libel, said in a signed article in 
the Athens Communist newspaper 
Rizospastis that the Communists 
had come to an open break with 
non-sympathetic polittgal parties. 

The article said the “material 
break” could be effective only 
with the creation of a “free demo- 
cratic government.” 

Rizospastis said Zachariades, 
who has been in hiding more than 
two months, returned to Athens 
last week. Athens police said if 
he had it was to take part in a 
Communist uprising. Government 
authorities announced three days 
ago, with the arrest of 3000 per- 
sons, that a Communist revolution- 
ary plot had been thwarted. 

Minister of Public Order Na- 
poleon Zervas said he did not be- 
lieve Zachariades had returned. If 
the Communist minister is found 
in Athens he will be arrested in 
connection with the revolutionary 
plot, the minister said. 

The War Ministry said loyalist 
and artillery units were inflicting 
heavy casualties on leftist guer- 
rillas on Mount Grammos, near 
the Albanian border. reek War 
Minister George Stratos said 
yesterday the insurgent objective 
in that sector was ultimately to 
set up a separate state. 

Unconfirmed press dispatches 
said an international brigade unit 
of 120 members had appeared in 
action on the guerrilla side in 
the Kozane region east of Mount 
Grammos. The Communist press 
throughout Europe has been pre- 
dicting the formation of such an 
outfit for some time.

Called “Judge” by his friends, 
he served in public office for 60 
years—as a Mayor, city and coun- 
ty attorney, county judge and 
Congressman. He entered Con- 
gress 30 years ago, 

The voters of his district, which 
skirts the Texas gulf coast and 
includes Galveston, re-elected him 
last fall for a sixteenth consecu- 
tive term. 


From 1931 to 1947, when the 
Democrats lost control of Con- 
gress to the Republicans, he was 
chairman of the House Rivers 
and Harbors Committee. 


He was born Feb. 9, 1861, in 
Wayne, then Virginia but now in 
West Virginia. His grandfather 
fought in the Revolutionary War. 
His father, born in 1807—the same 
year as Robert E. Lee — was a 
Confederate soldier who died 
fighting in the Civil War. 


Moving to Texas at the age of 
20, he worked first as a farm 
hand and later as bagage master 
and telegraph operator in a rail- 
road station. In 1886 he became a 
lawyer. .Two years later, he was 
an organizer of Texas volunteer 
guard units. In 1912 and 1913, he 
was grand master of Masons in 
Texas. , 


As a Congressman he became 
known as an authority on water- 
way projects. He is credited with 
sponsorship of numerous congres- 
sional acts resulting in develop- 
ment of waterways, including, nav- 
igation channels along the streams 
and coastline of the Texas-

NAME FOR UN. JOB 


|Says Vandenberg Blocked 


Confirmation—Truman 
Appoints Thorp to Eco- 
nomic Post. 


WASHINGTON, Suly 12 (UP)— 
Former Attorney General Francis 
Biddle today asked President Tru- 
man to withdraw his nomination 
to be United States delegate to the 
United Nations Economic and So- 
cial Council, charging that Sena- 
tor Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan, 
had blocked Senate consideration 
of his name. 

President Truman withdrew the 
nomination as requested and nom- 
inated Assistant Secretary of State 
Willard L. Thorp to_ replace 
Biddle. 


Biddle’s nomination has been 
bottled up since last Jan. 29 in the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee of which Vandenberg is chair- 
man. Biddle said he appeared be- 
fore the committee and answered 
“in some detail” questions put to 
him by committee members. 


“There have been no other hear- 
ings, Biddle said. “It would ap- 
pear that Senator Vandenberg has 
no intention of allowing my name 
to go to the Senate to be voted on 
for confirmation or rejection.” 

Biddle said he believed no ac- 
tion would be taken by the com- 
mittee before Congress adjourned 
and said he therefore wanted his 
name withdrawn. 

“There has been no action on 
my nomination for five months,” 
he said, 

Meanwhile, the Economic and 
Social Council met in March, and 
will again meet on July 19. 

“If my name is not withdrawn 
the United States for the second 
time will not be represented by a 
member of the council, which is 
now engaged in studying the eco- 
nomic needs of Europe. 

“Particularly in view of the 
meeting of the foreign ministers 
in Paris, and the importance of 
having the councj) function fully 
in the economic crisis, it is im- 
perative that our country be rep- 
resented.” 

Truman said he complied with 
Biddle’'s request with great re- 
luctance. He wrote Biddle: 

“It is, as you say, imperative 
that the United States be repre- 
sented in the forthcoming meet- 
ing the economic and social coun- 
cil.” 


He said withdrawal of Biddle’s 
name—"“in the circumstances de- 
scribed im your letter”’—indicated 
no lessening of his belief in Bid- 
dle’s qualifications, 

He said Biddle’s request left 
him no option but to withdraw 
his nomination. Biddle was At- 
torney General under the late 
President Roosevelt. 

Presidential Press Secretary 
Charles G. Ross said Thorp would 
keep his State Department post 
and serve in the U.N, position 
without extra pay. 


PATTERSON FOR GERMANS, 
JAPS MANNING RELIEF SHIPS 


WASHINGTON, July 12 (UP)— 
Secretary of War Robert P. Pat- 
terson urged Congress yesterday 
to put into effect former Presi- 
dent Herbert Hoover’s proposal 
for manning United States Liberty 
ships with German and Japanese 
crews to transport relief supplies 
to their countries, The plan is op- 
posed by seamen’s unions on he 
ground that it would deprive them 
of jobs rightfully theirs. 

Hoover suggested the plan in 
his report to President Truman 
after he completed a relief survey 
in Germany ar2 austria this 
spring. Patterson said War De-

Oil Shortage 
Now Laid to 
Lack of Steel 


Used to Hide Real 
Cause of Limit 
in Supply. 


By HAROLD L. ICKES 
(Copyright 1947.) 

HERE seems to be a deliber- 
T ee effort to create as much 

confusion and misunderstand- 
ing about the oil situation today 
as there was during the war when 
it became necessary to ration 
gasoline and fuel oil. 

Many insisted then that there 
was plenty of gasoline and that 
the petroleum administrator for 
war, who, unfortunately for me, 
happened to be myself, was need- 
lessly depriving motorists of gas- 
oline that was their inalienable 
right. Even I have never been 
subjected to such a barrage of 
criticism as was laid down about 
me in those days by letter, by 
telephone, by newspapers, by radio 
and by the impassioned speeches 
of politicians. 

The Senate set up a_ special 
committee of which the chairman 
was the late Senator Maloney ‘of 
Connecticut. The committee real- 
ly tried to do a good job. Un- 
fortunately, however, before the 
first hearing Senator Maloney an- 
nounced that there was no short- 
age of gasoline. Naturally, he had 
to make good on this statement. 
The result was that after spend- 
ing many precious days—precious 


.|to me at least—peering and listen- 


ing, the committee arrived at the 
profound conclusion that “there 
is no scarcity of gasoline, but only 
a shortage of surplus.” 
“Shortage of Steel” Rainbow. 


While Senators, newspapers and 
oll executives do not ascribe the 
present scarcity of gasoline and 
fuel oil fo a “shortage of surplus,” 
they have found another rainbow 
to lift their spirits. Now it is a 
“shortage of steel” that is our 
trouble. Not a “shortage of oil,” 
to be refined into gasoline and 
then be poured into your gasoline 
tank, but a “shortage of steel” to 
sink into the ground so as to 
bring up oil. The implication, of 
course, is that there is plenty of 
oil to be brought up which, if 
refined, would give the people all 
of the gasoline that they will 
want this summer, and more than 
enough fuel oil to supply their 
needs next winter. 

Witnesses who appeared at the 
instance of Harry F, Sinclair of 
Teapot Dome fame, to oppose the 
proposed British-American oil 
treaty that was on hearing before 
the Foreign Relations Committee 
of the Senate, were among the 
first to announce that the trouble 
is, not a shortage of oil, but a 
“shortage of steel.” Senator Mar- 
tin of Pennsylvania, who ought to 
know more about oil than he 
seems to, solemnly asseverated 
the same thing. The petroleum 
executives in their recent session 
in Minneapolis, chanted in chorus: 
“Not a shortage of gasoline, not 
even a ‘shortage of surplus,’ but a 
shortage of steel.” 


“Pollyanna” Viewpoint. 

The gentlemen who insist that 
a lack of steel is the reason for 
our inadequate supply of petro- 
leum products are just typical 
American “pollyannas” who do not 
like to admit that there can pos- 
sibly be a arcity of a product of 
which we want a constant and 
unlimited supply and which we, 
therefore, must have. 

During the war we searched 
every nook ‘and corner of the 
country for more crude oil. There 
was some oil in the Panhandle of 
Texas that could have been made 
available if we had been able to 
get at it. But we couldn’t. That 
excess capacity is still there. We 
do need steel casings and other 
equipment to bring it up and re- 
fine and transport it. This oil 
ought to be made available just as 
soon as possible. But also, we 
ought to face the fact that this 


known crude oil in the country 
that is not now being used. (Please 
note that I carefully use the ex- 
pression known supply. I know 
as well as anyone else that there 
may be great undiscovered pools 
of oil. But undiscovered oil is 
only hypothetical oil, and hypo- 
thetical oil can be refined only 
into hypothetical gasoline which 
would be capable of running only 
hypothetical automobiles.) 

Four Per Cent More Oil in Sight. 

It is estimated that some 200,000 
barrels or more a day of crude 
oil could be added to our available 
supplies in the Texas Panhandle 
if we had the steel necessary to 
bring it out of the ground and re- 
fine it. Let us call !t 225,000 bar- 
rels just to be generous, Since we 
are now. producing in excess of 
5,000,000 barrels a day, estimated 
production in the Panhandle would 
add about 4 per cent to our total 
production. That is all. At the 
rate that demand is increasing, 4 
per cent more oil could be dropped 
ing any disturbance at all. And 
this is all that is in sight.

CITY ASKS C.A.B, RECONSIDER 
REQUEST FOR NEW AIR ROUTE 


A petition for reconsideration of 
the application of the Braniff Air 
ways, Inc., to extend its services 
through St. Louis from Tulsa to 
New York was filed yesterday with 
the Civil Aeronautics Board by 
the city. The application was de 
nied earlier by the C.A.B.. which 
held that existing air routes be- 
tween Oklahoma and New York 
were adequate. 

The Board's decision, the city 
said in its petition for reconsidera- 
tion, does not give St. Louis citi- 
zens the service to which they are 
reasonably entitled. “The decision 
is predicated solely upon the com- 
petitive effect Braniff’s route 
might have on other carriers,” the 
petition stated “and wholly ig 
nores the interest of the public. 

Pointing out that St. Louis 
spending $20,000,000 for airport im- 
provements, is served by only five 
major airlines, the city said its 
plans provide for handling many 
times the volume of traffic. “If the 
application of every new airline 
seeking to serve St. Louis is to be 
denied because of possible compe- 
tition, then St. Louis must resign 
itself to its present inadequate 
service and abandon its plans and 
hopes for maintaining its rightful 
oe in aviation,” the petition 
said.

Palestine Moderate Un- 
derground Group Seek- 
ing Sergeants Abduct- 
ed on Street. 


JERUSALEM, July 12 (AP)— 
Two British sergeants were ab- 
ducted from Natanya early to- 
day by Jews whom police be- 
lieved to be extremist under- 
ground fighters. Later a Jewish 
source said Hagana, moderate 
Jewish underground army, was 
searching for the two, under 
threat of British martial law if 
they were not found. 

The Jewish informant said Ha- 
gana, so-called Jewish national 
defense army and military or- 
ganization of the Jewish Agency, 
was hunting through more than 
30 Jewish coastal-plain  settle- 
ments north of all-Jewish Tel 
Aviv and had thrown several hun- 
dred men into the search. Natan- 
va itself, with a Jewish popula- 
tion of 10,000, lies 40 miles north 
of Tel Aviv. 

The informant reported that au- 
thorities had informed Hagana 
that martial law would be im- 
posed throughout the area unless 
the captives were produced before 
a given deadline. He did not spec- 
ify the time set. — 

Officials said Jews in a taxi- 
cab seized the two sergeants 
shortly after midnight from a4 
public sidewalk only 100 yards 
from a Natanya police station. 

The ‘soldiers, identified as mem- 
bers of the army’s special investj- 
gation detail, were reported hur- 
ried off toward the Tel Aviv high- 
way five miles away. 

Officials said it was reported 
both were chloroformed. 

A Jewish civilian, clerk at an 
army installation near Natanya, 
was seized with them but was 
left behind, tied in an orange 
‘grove, before the group had gone 
far. 

Police said they believed the 
abduction might have been a Jew- 
ish underground act to get host- 
ages for the lives of three Irgun 
Zvai Leumi gunmen under sen- 
tence to hang for the May 4 Acre 
prison raid. The hanging sen- 
tences were confirmed by the 
Palestine military commander this 
week and now are awaiting pos- 
sible commutation by the High 
Commissioner,

How Cyclotron Works. 

The cyclotron whirls the nuclei 
of heavy hydrogen or helium 
atoms around and around, Every 
time they go halfway around, they 
are viven an added electrical 
“kick.” When finally turned loose 
on their target, they have energies 
of between 200,000,000 and 400,000,- 
000 electron volts. 

The old machines used to “chip” 
—the new cyclotron “smashes.” 

“It's like changing a building,” 
a scientist explained. “With the 
old cyclotron, which was pretty 
good in its way, we could knock 
two or three floors off a 50-story 
building, or maybe add a floor 
or two. 

“Now, with the new cyclotron, 
we can knock that 50-story build- 
ing into a flock of four-room bun- 
galows—with nails and shingles 
left over.”

Story of ‘Fascism in Action’ 


Will Be Published Soon by U.S." %924W4yY county 


House Finally Authorizes Issuance After 
Long Delay—Booklet Tells What Sys- 
tem Means, How It Works. 


By JAMES MARLOW 

WASHINGTON, July 12 (AP)— 
The Government soon will publish, 
for sale to the public, a booklet 
called “Fascism in Action.” 

This study in dictatorship—how 
it works. and how it gets that way 
—was prepared by a special staff 
of the Library of Congress. 

Representative Wright Patman 
(Dem.), Texas, askéd that it be 
done. Before it could be printed 
for the public the House had to 
approve. This it finally did after 
much delay. Some Congressmen 
said it was a waste of money. 

This writer has gone through 
original copies. It is worth the 
time of anyone who wants to un- 
derstand Fascism in action. 

Patman wanted it made public 
as a companion piece to “Com- 
munism in Action,” another book- 
let which the House ordered 
printed last year. This, too, was 
prepared by the special Congres- 
sional Library ataff. 

Neither booklet deals with any 
evidences of Communism or 
Fascism which have appeared in 
this country. 

One sticks to Communism in 
Russia. The other concentrates 
on Fascism in Germany, Japan, 
Italy and Spain. 

What Fascism Means. 

The conclusion of the long 
study on Fascism is, roughly, that 
Fascism means these things: 

1. A dictator runs a Fascist 
government. He is supported by 
a single political party and a spe- 
cial class. The state, for its own 
so-called good, keeps everyone un- 
der its thumb. 

2. Freedom, in the democratic 
sense understood in this ‘country, 
does not exist. An individual’s 
life means little. It is full of 
duties and obligations to «the 
state. 


3. Religion is attacked if it 


suggests obedience to anyone else’ 


before the state, or if it empha- 
sizes the importance and dignity 
of the individual. 

4. An individual’s leisure time 
is carefully supervised because 
the state wants to control his 
waking thoughts and actions. 

5. Education and thinking are 
controHed to make the masses 
think and do what the dictator 
wants. 

6. Foreign policies are aggres- 
sive, or warlike. Fascism, looking 
for more living room for its peo- 
ple, seeks to build an empire. 

7. To suit its own purposes, the 
dictatorship directs banking and 
private investment. 

8. The dictatorship controls for- 
eign trade of its péople to suit its 
own ends. > 

Free Unions Smashed. 

9. Labor is so controlled that 
free collective bargaining and self- 
government by labor organizations 
are abolished. In short: free un- 
ions are smashed, 

10. Farming is developed inten- 
sively so the population can be 
fed with its o&%n products. Which 
means: to be self-sufficient. 

11. Transportation, besides car- 
rying goods and passengers, .is 
built up to ease unemployment 
and ag a preparation for war. 

12. Fascism goes in for big arms 
programs. This tends to raise liv- 
ing standards. But no one knows 
how long that could last since. no 
big Fascist state has lasted long 
enough to show it. 

13 Big business and big indus- 
trialists are favored and strength- 
ened. Enough private profit is per- 
mitted to let the special ruling 
class get rich. 

Tariffs are raised. Huge amounts 
are spent for military purposes. 
Not only is freedom of the indi- 
vidual disregarded, so are freedom 
in business dealings and invest- 
ments, and even freedom in chang- 


ing jobs. ‘

The eight men who made the 
survey, all experienced in erosion 
matters, included Ralph McGill 
of Bethany, district conservation- 
ist; Frank Sebolt and Dwight 
Gates of Maryville, Soil Conserva- 
tion Service farm planners; L, H. 
Ritterbusch, Maryville, FHA super- 
visor; Harold J. Pranter, Mary- 
ville, county surveyor; Arthur 
Goodspee, kidmore, vocational 
agriculture instructor; Howard C. 
Jackson of the SCS at Columbia, 
and Harry Mitchell, Maryville, of 
the Farm Bureau. 

The report stated that soil con- 
servation farming, such as crop 
rotation, terracing, pasture im- 
provement, liming and fertilizing 
treatments, helped contol erosion. 

Erosion losses Were estimated 
to be as much as 75 per cent less 
where such practices were fol- 
lowed,

DDT FOR COUNTY 
FLOODED HOMES 


A survey of homes in St. Louis 
county damaged by the recent 
floods of the Missouri and Missis- 
sippi rivers will be made Monday 
by two inspectors of the sanita- 
tion section. of the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health and Wel- 
fare, Dr. Cecil A. Z. Sharp, County 
Héalth Commissioner, said today. 

Later in the week, he added, a 
crew of three men will be sent to 
the County from Louisiana, Mo., 
where they are now working, to 
spray the homes with a DDT s0o- 
lution to rid them of insects bred 
in the trapped waters left by the 
receding streams. 

Dr. Sharp, who estimated the 
number of damaged homes at 500, 
said he had been informed by 
state officials 10 drums of DDT 
have already been consigned to 
the County Health Department. 
He said he had asked for the use 
of a plane to disseminate the 
spray over large areas of trapped 
waters but did not know whether 
one could be obtained. The fluid, 
sprayed on the walls of damaged 
homes, within a few minutes will 
kill mosquitoes and other insects 
which come in contact with it. 

Similar programs, under the di- 
rection of the United States Public 
Health Service, were started today 
in the Kansas City area and a ma- 
laria control project is under way 
at Caruthersville, Mo., as well as

SENATOR URGES PROSECUTION 
OF PAIR IN ATOM DATA THEFT 


WASHINGTON, July 12 (AP)— 
Senator Ferguson (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, today urged immediate prose- 
cution of two former Army ser- 
geants accused of stealing atomic 
bomb data, lest a go-easy policy 
“open the gates” to further leaks. 

Ferguson, a member of the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee, told a 
reporter that the Department of 
Justice should move at once 
against the men accused of taking 
secret atomic information from 
the Los Alamos (N.M.) bomb 
plant in 1946. 

A formér prosecutor and judge 
himself, Ferguson laughed off sug- 
gestions from a Department of 
Justice spokesman that a trial in 
opén court would force the Gov- 
ernment to “reveal the very thing 
it has spent millions to keep 
secret.” He maintained that fed- 
eral court action would not neces- 
sarily involve publication of atom- 
ic secrets and that even the stolen 
material, reportedly photographic 
negatives, could be shown briefly 
to a jury without fear of dire 
consequences, 


TRUMAN GETS BILL EXTENDING 
~EXPORT-IMPORT CONTROLS 


WASHINGTON, July 12 (AP)— 
Congress sent President Truman 
yesterday compromise legislation 
extending import and export con- 
trols over scarce commodities 
through Feb. 29, 1948.

The mother said, Bresee_ re- 
lated, that she was standing by 
her daughter, but felt that “Betty 
must tell the truth.” 

The prosecutor said Miss 
Gruver forced a taxi driver at 
gunpoint early Wednesday morn- 
ing to drive her to Tilton’s tour- 
ist cabin home near the tavern, 
and there shot Tilton twice and 
fled with his clothing containing 
the cash and checks, which were 
later recovered. 

Miss Gruver was arrested yes- 
terday in a Chicago suburb. 

Court records disclosed Miss 
Gruver twice had been committed 
to the Kankakee State Hospital 
in 1945 for “alcoholic psychopath- 
ic tendencies,” at the request 
of her mother. She was released 
both times “without psy- 
chosis.” 

Bresee said Miss Gruver denied 
she was in Mattoon, IIl., at the 
time Charles Wittenberg was 
killed in a holdup in March 1945 
or that she told the taxicab driver 
she ‘had killed anyone there.

HYDE PARK, July 12. 

| HAD another picnic yesterday, 

for a second group of little boys 

from Wiltwyck school, with 

their counselors and Dr. Cooper, 

who always bring them and is so 
wise in directing them. 

As I watched them, I kept think- 
ing of a book which I have been 
looking through, “Unto the Least 
of These,” by Emma Octavia 
Lundberg. It is a story of the be- 
ginning of social services for chil- 
dren, and follows the development 
down to the present day. Every 
step of the way are personalities 
who have made.those steps possi- 
ble. The three to whom the book 
is dedicated, Julia C. Lathrop, 
Grace Abbott and Katherine F. 
Lenroot, have all been chiefs of 
the United States Children’s Bu- 
reau, 


. . . 

THE ESTABLISHMENT of this 
bureau was a triumph for women. 
As one looks back over the com- 
paratively short period since its 
creation, one realizes that great 
advances have been made, even 
though there is still much to be 
done. 

The goal, of course, is to give 
every child the samie care and un- 
ro igen he would have if a 
wise and loving parent were al- 
ways by his side. That is hard to 
accomplish, but I wish we could 
hang in every home throughout 
the world a summary of the rights 
of children: 

Every child has a right to care 
which will insure (1) physical and 
mental health; (2) normal home 
life; (3) the largest possible de- 
velopment of his powers through 
education; (4) moral and religious 
training; (5) opportunity for 
wholesome play and companion- 
ship; (6) protection from work 
that interferes with health and 
schoolfng.

RIGHTS AND NEEDS are in- 
terchangeable words in the fore- 
going summary. One of the pa- 
thetic things I notice about the 
little boys who come here from 
Wiltwyck is how susceptible they 
are to the merest gesture of kind- 


liness. One little boy looked up 
at me yesterday and said, “I have 
been here three times. I remem- 
ber when you read to us about 
Tiny Tim, Are you going to fin- 
ish about him today?” He had 
an almost possessive attitude—of- 
fered to run errands and carry 
around plates of food. And all the 
time I knew it was just because 
he wanted to say to the other 
boys, “I have a little more right 
here than anyone else because I 
have been nere three times and 
the family here knows me.” 

Before the boys left, I had 
agreed that next Christmas I 
would take my copy of Dickens's 
“Christmas Carol” with the ab- 
breviations marked in it, and go 
over to Wiltwyck to read it to the 
boys at the beginning of their fes- 
tivities. The reading of this tale 
has so long been a ritual in our 
family that Christmas would not 
seem the same unless it began 
with the story of old Scrooge and 
how he learned about the spirit of 
Christmas!

HE expensive ingredient in the 
T tottowing strawberry mousse is 

the cream. The cost can be 
cut without sacrificing flavor by 
substituting one cup chilled evap- 
orated milk for one cup of the 
cream. In this case, whip 
cream, then whip milk separately 
and add one tablespoon leman 
juice and while until stiff be 
fore folding it into whipped 
cream. Lose no time in folding in 
the cold thickened strawberry mix- 
ture and continue to work fast 
until the mixture is turned into 
the cold trays and is placed in the 
freezing compartment. The mix- 
ture must still be stiff when it 
goes into the trays to have the 
characteristic frozen mousse tex- 
ture. Mousses aren’t beaten dur- 
ing the freezing process. Don’t 
make the mistake of slicing ber- 
ries or leaving them whole instead 
of pureeing. To do so would pro- 
duce a dessert with a coarse, 
lumpy texture instead of a smooth 
creamy one. 


Berry Macaroon Mousse, 


One pint whipping cream, one 
quart strawberries or red raspber- 
ries, two-thirds cup sugar, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, one-third cup 
corn syrup, one packet (one table- 
spoon) granulated gelatin soaked 
in, one-third cup cold water, one 
cup finely crushed macaroons. 


Soften gelatin in the cold water. 
Chill cream, rotary beater and 
bowl thoroughly, Choose perfect, 
red ripe berries. Wash and hull, 
then wash and put through a food 
mill or sieve to obtain puree. Stir 
in sugar, salt and corn syrup. 
Next add gelatin that has been 
melted by standing over hot water 
and stir very thoroughly to blend 
in uniformly, Chill puree until it 
begins to thicken. Whip cream 
until stiff, then quickly fold the 
cold strawberry puree into cream 
and last fold in macaroons. Turn 
immediately into cold freezing 
trays and place in the freezing 
compartment turned to a point for 
fast freezing. Serves eight to 10.

Gives Facts 
On Posture

Aan institut to propaganda of 
an institute there is a week 
designated as “national pos- 
ture week.” Just who designates 
the innumerable days and weeks 
in this way it is difficult to learn, 
but the idea has been overworked 
to the point of absurdity. 

In this batch of stuff from 
the “institute” there are some 
handsome posters in color, and 
one of the posters lists several 
suggestions to help the young 
person to cultivate good posture. 
I mention it here, of course, just 
for the sake of criticizing—you 
know me, Al. 

Says the wrong direction in the 
poster: 

““Draw, the abdomen in and up.” 

No, in the first place, if I were 
in your place I’d leave the abdo- 
men right where it is. The abdo- 
men is the great body cavity con- 
taining the stomach, intestines, 
liver etc., and if you try to draw 
it up or in you'll get yourself in 
a fix. 

What the sweet old ladies of 
the “institute” probably meant to 
say was “Draw the anterior ab- 
dominal wall in and up,” or in a 
word, draw the belly in and... 
but, dear me, refined folks can’t 
use such language. When they 
men legs they say limbs and 
when they mean belly they say 
“abdomen,” which is a _ howler, 
or “stomach,” which is a scream- 
er, or “diaphragm,” which is 
more than I can stand, 

Aside from the quaint language 
used. by the advertising agents 
who designed the posters, let me 
warn readers against taking the 
suggestion seriously. It is the ver- 
iest old almanac hokum and it 
cannot fail to do harm to any one, 
particularly a young person, who 
tries to follow the suggestion. 

All any one can possibly ac- 
complish by “drawing in the 
belly” (or call it what your taste 
prefers) or “drawing it up” is re- 
striction of natural breathing. No 
physician, health authority, phy- 
sical educator or even athlete 
trainer who has an elementary 
knowledge of physiology will ap- 
prove of any such ridiculous 
“drawing in” or “drawing up” of 
the belly. 

That sort of caricature or bur- 
lesque performance may be all 
right in a clown role. In real life 
cultivating good posture is simp- 
ler, easier and more natural, Keep 
your head high, as though carry- 
ing a basket of bananas balanced 
on it. Keep your chin tucked in- 
side of an imaginary high collar. 
Never mind your belly or your 
chest. Draw or try to draw your 
hips closer together. Stand with 
your feet parallel and six inches 
apart. That's all. 

If from long neglect of your 
physical education you have ac- 
quired round shoulders, -spinal 
curvature, round back, swayback, 
protruding or slumped belly, mere 
posture practice is not enough— 
you need medical advice and with- 
out further delay.
